Ilultliiiore Before the Revolution. 


Of those primitive days before the 


Revolution, it is recorded of " Balti- 
more town" that "as all were peace- 
able and healthy, lawyers and doctors 
found little to "do, but tradesmen and 
working-men found ready pay and con- 
stant employment. 
Women's wages 


especially were high, as the sex was 
not numerous; ana as they generally 
married by tho time they were twenty, 
they sought a maid-servant for them- 
selves in turn. A duty of from live to 
twenty shillings per annum was laid 
upon all bachelors, and old maids were 
not to In- met with, neither jealousy of 
husbands. 
The children were well- 


favored and beautiful to behold, and 
without the least blemish. 
A frank 


and generous hospitality prevailed, de- 
void of glare and show, but always 
abundant and good, 
liashfuluess and 


modesty in the young were regarded 
as virtues, and young lovers listened 
gravely, and took sidelong glances be- 
fore their elders. 
At even-tide the 


family, neatly dressed, sat in the street 
porch and welcomed their neighbors. 
It was customary to live at one's place 
of 
business, and 
the 
wives 
and 


daughters served tho shop, retailers of 
dry-goods being mostly widows and 
spinsters. 
If a townsman failed in 


trade, it was a cause of general and 
dee]) regret. Every man who met his 
neighbor expressed his sorrow. 
Bank- 


ruptcy win a rare occurrence, because 
honesty and temperance in trade were 
then universal, and none embarked 
without means adequate to their busi- 
ness. At Christmas, dinners and suppers 
went the round of every social circle, 
and they who partook of tho former 
were expected to remain for the sup- 
per. 
Afternoon visits were made at 


such nil hour as to permit matrons to 
go homo and sec their children put to 
bed. 


"Between tradesmen and the gentry 


there was a marked ditl'ereiiee. The ar- 
istocracy of the gentleman was noticed, 
if not felt. 
Such as followed rough 


trades, und all men und boys from the 
country, wore .seen on tho streets in 
leal her breeches and aprons, .mil would 
have been deemed out of place without 
them. Cookery was plainer I him now, 
and coffee as a beverage was used but 
rarely. Chocolate was the morning and 
evening drink, and thickened milk for 
children. 
A white floor, sprinkled with 


clean silver sand, large tables and high- 
backed chairs of solid walnut or ma- 
hogany, decorated a parlor enough for 
the best. 
Sometimes a carpet, not, 


however, covering the whole lloor, was 
seen upon the dining-room. There was 
a show parlor up-stuirs, not used but 
upon gala occasions. 
1'ewtcr plates 


were in general use, but china was a 
rarity. I'late, in the form of bowls, 
tankards and waiters, was .seen in most 
families of easy circumstances. Punch, 
the most common beverage, was drunk 
from one large bowl, and beer from a 
tankard of silver. At dancing assem- 
blies no gentleman under twenty-one or 
huly under eighteen was admitted, and 
the supper consisted of tea, chocolate 
and rusk. Six married managers dis- 
tributed partners by lot for the even- 
ing, leaving nothing to thu success of 
forwardness or favoritism. 
Gentlemen 


always drank tea with tho parents of the 
ladies who were their partners the day 
lifter the assembly." 
Invitations were 


printed on playing-cards: "Tho honor 
of Miss 
's company at u ball to be 


held at six o'clock, p. m.," indorses t,io 
queen of hearts, and is ono of many 
such trophies still preserved.--Vrtmk 
M/ii/<.r, zit Harper's Mayuzinu far Jum- 
wtry. 


Colorado and Switzerland Compared. 


" Is Colorado as beautiful and grand 


as Switzerland?" 1 often bear tho 
question and have often asked it of my- 
self while journeying through those 
mountains. After a hrst mountain trip 
of about four hundred miles I was 
ready to answer, no; it was only after 
seeing Estos Park that my opinion 
wavered, for that, at least, wiis as beau- 
tiful as anything that I had sren in a 
rather limited Swiss tour. Yet there 
are certain elements of beauty among 
the Swiss mountains that are wanting 
in Colorado. 
The difference is chioily 


due to the very much smaller precipita- 
tion of moisture in tho center of our 
continent. As a consequence the.lakes 
aro few and small as compared with the 
Swiss, 
though often of 
exceeding 


beauty. Mountain streams and high 
waterfalls 
arc comparatively 
rare. 


Though the winters here are longer and 
more severe, the snow-fall is so much 
less that no peaks arc wholly covered 
with snow through the summer as arc 
some of the highest Alps; nor is there a 
glacier to be found in tho State. The 
number of very lofty mountains is 
far 
greater 
in 
Colorado 
than 


in Switzerland, 
but 
none are as 


high as either Mont Blanc or Monte 
Rosa; yet much of tho impression of 
height is, of course, lost on account of 
tho great altitude from which they are 
usually viewed. 
The plains at the 


base of the foot-hills are from five to 
six thousand feet above tho sea, and 
the mountain parks vary In altitude 
from seven to ten thousand feet, while 
the highest peak in tho State hardly ex- 
ceeds fourteen thousand five hundred 
feet. 
Yet in spite of those points of i 


feriority which a traveler fresh from 
Switzerland would notice, thoro are 
certain great charms about the liocky 
Mountains peculiarly their, own. In 
some parts there is a display of stupen- 
dous perpendicular grandeur, of wild, 
jagged and fantastic rooks, of strange 
towers and needles of stone that is not 
found in other mountainous regions. 
Tho deep, dark canyons have a gloomy 
beauty of their own. Tho mountain 
parks, smooth with grass and pictur- 
esquely studded with trees, are usually 
a feature in liocky Mountain views 
and always there are in sight the vast 
undulated plains, on which the eye suf- 
fers no arrest till it meets the arch oi 
heaven touching the blue level in the 
distance, tilling the mind with that Im- 
pression of Infinity which no other nat- 
ural object but the ocean erer gives.

Beautify Rural Homes. 


Much as has been said and written 


of late years on the importance of ren- 
dering rural homes attractive, (ho sub- 
ject is by no means exhausted, and is of 
special interest to country residents. 
'Ihe topic is certainly of sulticient inter- 
est to enlist the attention, if it docs not 
insure the action, of all rural readers of 
tho (lliii'rwr who believe in genuine 
progress and improvement. 


One of tho greatest drawbacks lo 


American farm life is its monotony. To 
break tip this monotony and brighten 
and render more attractive our rural 
residences should be among the special 
aims of those who appreciate the bene- 
fits of a. well-ordered and 
huuulitul 


home, and would imbue their children 
with such alove of country life and pur- 
suits that they will remain on the home- 
stead in preference, to seeking distant 
and uncertain occupations. As it now 
is, and has boon for many years, few 
farmers1 wins willingly remain at home 
after arriving at 1111 ago when they can 
enter other pursuits; and this will con- 
tinue to ho the case, nil over the land, 
until more attention is given to making 
our rural homes more pleasant and at- 
tractive. Indeed, unless farm life be 
made more enticing and enjoyable in 
various wujs, young men of spirit, am- 
bition and taste will naturally seek vil- 
lage and city occupations, with a pros- 
pect of having pleasant surroundings. 


Such being tho condition of many 


agricultural districts (of course, there 
are notable exceptions), it becomes the 
duty of fanners who regard the welfare 
and would retain the society of their 
children to dovotu special attention to 
the embellishment of their homos and 
the R'.sthotios of rural lite generally. 
They should not only see to the stylo 
of dwellings and immediate surround- 
ings, but make suitable prousionfor tho 
mental entertainment ".and improve- 
ment of the various members of their 
households. Among oilier essentials, 
it is important to supply tho library 
shelves with periodicals and books of 
an interesting, entertaining and useful 
character, and to surround 1 ho dwell- 
ing with such flowers, plants, .shrubs, 
etc., as will embellish the scene and 
tend to render it a source of pleasure 
lo inmates, visitors and wayfarers. 
Sources of innocent amusement and 
recreation should be provided, both 
in-doors and out, for leisure hours: thus 
adding to the pleasures and enticements 
of home sufliciontly to keep the young 
from improper places of resort and un- 
profitable, evil associates. 


The trutlf is that far loo many 


American farmers ignore ornamental 
and attractive features about their 
promises, and thereby drive both sons 
and daughters from the homos that 
should bo loved ^.nd cherished. 
Pa- 


rents should remember that tho world 
moves and that young people like to 
keep piveo with the world's movement. 
They aro not slow to perceive and 
adopt tho "now wrinkles" of this 
telegraphic and telephonic age, and 
consequently wish to be fully up lo Iho 
times in all matters pertaining to rural 
taste and adornment. Tho young man 
or woman kept constantly at work on a 
farm which has no attractions will soon 
become dissatisfied and fly from tho 
parent hive, and fortunate indeed will 
it bo if such do not enter upon ca- 
pricious or vicious employments. What 
care they as to tho question, "Does 
farming pay?"—(a senseless question, 
by the way; for, if farming had not 
paid, our people and Nation would have 
been bankrupted long ago,)—while it 
in nowise pays them where all is mo- 
notony and drudgery? 


Though there are notable exceptions, 


as a rule the men who aro making the 
fortunes of the country by their indus- 
try, skill and consequent power of pro- 
duction and accumulation, devote far 
too little attention to beautifying their 
homesteads. They appreciate the ad- 
vantages to their families of attention 
to such matters, but are so absorbed in 
money-getting that they neglect to pro- 
vide thoso comforts ana pleasures easily 
obtainable. Their linos have fallen in 
pleasant places, but they by no means 
strive to render those places increasing- 
ly pleasant or such as they might and 
should be made—havens of rest and 
enjoyment, with attractions within and 
without. For example, the flower gar- 
den, lawn, and shade and ornamental 
trees about the dwelling, should be so 
arranged and cared for as to present an 
attractive appearance; and this may be 


easily and cheaply done, for it requires 
little of either time or .money. Labor 
is cheap; flower seeds, plants, etc., are 
not expensive; while some member of 
the family usually possesses sufficient 
knowledge and taste to plant and ar- 
range tho desired improvements—and 
when one is carrying out plans that will 
afford pleasure Mid enjoyment to tho 
family and friends for years, the labor 
is not irksome, "bill oiib of love and 
rcoreution. 


There are thousands of farm homes 


in this broad and fertile land which 
need the improvements we have alluded 
to, and we trust that in many cases 
they will bo planned before another 
spring, and then bo properly inaugur- 
ated. If the "men folks" have not 
Huflicient enterprise or taste to enter 
upon this important matter, let them 
furnish the requisite moans to wives, 
daughters and sisters, and tbo latter 
will soon show what can be done to- 
ward rendering their homos more beau- 
tiful;—and, after all, the ladies aro 
most interested in making both the in- 
terior and exterior of their dwellings 
pleasing alike to kinsmen, friends, and 
strangers.—N. ¥. Observer.

—At a recent meeting of the Physical 


Society, London, Dr. Shuttle gave an 
account of some experiments which 
suggested to him that tho blood exer- 
cises an induction power on the various 
structures of the body of animals. Cop- 
per and ziuz wires, well insulated from 
each other with parchment paper and 
paraflincd silk, woro wound closely to- 
gether in spiral form. Connecting, 
then, ono extremity of tho copper and 
ono of the zinc wires to the terminals 
of a galvanometer, while tho other ends 
of tho wires were free, thu needle was 
deflected. There was no indication of 
a current whun the adjoining free ends 
were placed in an intimate connection; 
the needle remained stationary. When 
hot water was poured inside the coils 
so as to increase the temperature of Uio 
wires, the deflection of the needle of 
tho galvanometer was 
considerably 


augmented. Dr. Shcttlc then began to 
trace an analogy- between this physical 
arrangement, with its results, and cer- 
tain physiological combinations and the 
probable action. Like the copper and 
zinc coil, the heart is mode un of nerves 
and muscular libers, wound spirally, 
and some of these about each other, no 
as to form a spiral cord. The blood 
capilliaries aro also in intimate relation 
with this spiral. An inference wan, 
therefore, drawn that tho nerve and 
muscle fibers may present induced 
.electric currents the aam« as the wires, 
and that, the flow of the warm blood 
May Increase this current, as tho cur- 
rent in tho wires was increased by tho 
hot water.

Here 
they must show that the consent has 
been denied for good and millicicnt rea« 
soul, or, in default ,of those reasons, 
must give it in spite of themselves. 


Many of the customs which prevail 


among the French in the regulation of 
family affairs 
might be 
profitably 


adopted on this side of the water. With 
us fathers and mothers arc too often too 
busy in making money and managing 
their homes to give tnat care and at- 
tention to their daughters' welfare 
which is manifestly their due. They 
arc sent to school; that accomplished, 
the responsibility of the parents seems 
in too many coses to end, and a young 
girl is left to make acquaintances and 
to become intimate at houses, of which 
her elders know little or nothing. On 
the other hunt) the French err in over- 
watchfulness and overcare. A Parisian 
lady once told me that when a school 
girl she was one day walking out with 
her room-mate and a teacher, when a 
young man passed them quickly by 
without recognition. 


"Why—wasn't that your brother?" 


she said, in surprise to "tho young lady 
beside her. 


"Yes, but papa will never let him 


speak to me in the street for fear some- 
body might see us who didn't know hi: 
was my brother!" 


Hut certainly a wise surveillance over 


the acquaintances which a young lady 
forms, a wise restriction in the places 
she is allowed to visit, cannot bo too 
strongly recommended. In the major- 
ity of cases she is too unsuspicious and 
has'too little knowledge of human na- 
ture to judge wisely in such matters 
for herself during the early years of 
her girlhood. 
Neither cau sonic of the 


customs which obtain in our own coun- 
try be too strongly discountenanced. 
The formation of friendships outside 
the family friendships or the family ap- 
proval, or the attending concert or 
theater with young men with whom the 
parents arc barely acquainted—if those 
and various other proceedings were 
justly prohibited, young girls would 
lhe to thnnk their parents for the wisu 
control which kept them free from all 
influences that would assuredly have 
brushed the bloom from their delicacy 
and tarnished their minds.—Cor. Ddroil 
Free /Vi us. 


Ice fur Domestic Purposes. 


Considering how easily and cheaply 


an ice-house may be constructed, it is 
almost marvelous that every well-to-do 
farmer does not have one on his prem- 
ises. In order to make fine butter dur- 
ing very hot weather a supply of ice is 
of the greatest importance. The loss 
which many farmers realize in butter 
during usingle season would pay for the 
construction of an ice-houso that would 
last for thirty years. 
With a stock of 


ice it is comparatively easy to have a 
supply of fresh meat during the time it 
is of the greatest value to those having 
hard labor to perform. Without it there 
is great ditlienlty in keeping meat 
longer than one tlav. Cooked food may 
also be preserved by means of ice, so 
that frequent baking and roasting dur- 
ing the summer become unnecessary. 
W ith an ice-house frozen cream and 
custard may be common and inexpen- 
sive luxuries. Ice milk, tea and water 
arti very grateful drinks in the harvest- 
ticld, and there is economy in supply- 
ing them to laborers. In cases of sick- 
ness which are very frequent in farm- 
houses during the summer, ice is gen- 
erally necessary and always desirable. 
If it is' obtained from a neighboring 
town, considerable trouble and ex- 
pense are incurred. If only one farmer 
in a neighborhood has an ice-house ho 
can generally dispose of enough of its 
contents to his neighbors to pay the ex- 
pense of lilting it. 


A building ten feet square and tho 


same height under the caves is amply 
large for storing all the ice required 
for an ordinary family. This will in- 
close a cake of ice measuring eight feet, 
and allow u space of a foot tin each 
side for sawdust or other material that 
may be selected for preserving the ice. 
At present no one, who has had ex- 
perience in the matter, constructs an 
ice-house with 
double walls. It is 


found better to have the sawdust in 
immediate contact with the ice. When 
one cake of ice is removed the sawdust 
falls on that which is below and pre- 
vents it from wasting. One foot of 
sawdust is generally better than a 
larger quantity. If a very large amount 
is employed it is liable to heal, cause 
the ice to melt anil do damage to tho 
building by inducing rot. The floor of 
the ice-house may be constructed .of 
cobble-stones or rails. These materials 
will sustain the weight of tho ice and 
allow the water that is formed to run 
through them and escape. Tho open- 
ing in the building for taking out iee 
may be closed by loose pieces of boards 
held in position by cleats. A door 
three or four feet square, and hung on 
hinges, is very convenient when put- 
ting in ice and sawdust. Tho roof 
should be tight, arid there are, advan- 
tages in having tho eaves project quite 
a distance over the Hides. The mate- 
rial for the walls may be of the cheap- 
est quality. Ornamentation is of no 
advantage in an ice-house. 


Cakes of ice two feet square are of 


the size the most convenient for hand- 
ling. They may generally lie obtained 
from parties engaged in cutting ice for 
commercial purposes. It is cheaper to 
go several miles for ice cut by means of 
improved implements than to cut it 
with ordinary tools, even if there is a 
supply near when it is wanted. Saw- 
dust to the thickness of a foot should 
be placed on the floor, and tin this the 
cakes or blocks of ice should be built 
up. Tho sides of the blooks should be 
trimmed so they will fit close to each 
other. As each layer of blocks 'if ice 
is put in position sawdust should bo 
placed between thorn and tho wall. 
When the pile is completed, a foot of 
sawdust should bo placed on top. More 
ice is wasted from lack of ventilation 
than from all other causes combined. 
Unless there is an opportunity for tho 
free escape of air, that between the ice 
and the roof of the building becomes 
heated by the rays of the sun striking 
on the latter. 'I'llis confined heated air 
causes the ice to melt very rapidly. It 
is best to have a box-shaped ventilator 
through the roof of the building, the 
top being covered so that rain will not 
fall through it. It is also well to have 
ad opening a foot square in each gable 
for the admission and exit of air. 
These should have slides that may bo 
closed when occasion requires.—Chicago 
Timtt.

IK the valley, about six miles above 


ne forks of the Teton lliver in north- 
ern Montana, is tho Blackfoot Indian 
Agency. A high stockade of split logs 
standing on end, deeply sunk in the 
earth, incloses about 
two acres of 


ground. 
Heavy pates, opening out- 


ward, sway harshly on great iron 
hinges. They keep the Indians out o' 
nights. A well of water is in the cen- 
ter of the inclosure. 
Low Jog build- 


ings, covered with earth, are scattered 
along the stockatle. A couple of sand- 
hill cranes stood expectantly at the 
well waiting patiently for a thirsty man 
to draw water. 
A white-tailed deer, 


with a broad bine ribbon on her neck, 
walked daintily around. 
Her cool, 


black muzzle, studded with drops of 
dew, brilliant in the slanting rays of 
the rising sun, was slyly thrust into my 
hand, giving mo a sliglit shock of sur- 
prise. 
By the stablos stood a cow 


moose, standing so awkwardly with 
crooked legs and humped back and the 
pendulous lip which Mark Twain calls 
•'the Hapsburg," that her very ugli- 
ness excited my pity. A moose calf— 
iier 
miniature 
in ugliness — stood 


stupidly at her .side. 
Standing at the 


well, facing the grand Kocky Mountain 
range, I drew a bucket of water. 
Drinking deeply, repulsing the while 
tho advances of the female crane with 
my moccttsined foot, I got tho reward 
of all men who reject the advances of 
the tender sex, and was soon engaged 
in repelling a furious attack on me by 
tho long-logged twain.

clashed viciously as they scornfully 
scolded me, and I was on the point of 
beating a disgraceful retreat when I 
heard "Ho, Frank! come have a 
mouthful of whisky!"

With breast, pushing 
against the topmost chain, with her 
handsome broad head thrust out and 
alert ears cocked forward, sUiodiisnow- 
white mure. She was looking at the 
lutiosu with a surprised expression on 
her face, as much us to siiy: "Well, 
you have not grown handsomer during 
Lhc night." Burr whistled, and with a 
joyful neigh the mare tunned her head 
toward him and bade him welcome. 
Tho greeting between man and animal 
was almost tender. Th« marc rubbed 
tier nose gently against his breast, and 
the man stood softly stroking her deli- 
cate neck.

Eat, my boy, then 
clear out. You will find some fool hens 
in tho big willow thicket about live 
miles below hero. I saw them the 
oilier day. Shoot some. To-night we 
will have a feast, and 1 will open my 
two last bottles of sherry, and wo will 
talk." His face hardened. Tho cold, 
deadly look returned to tho gray eyes, 
anil our breakfast was soon finished. 


Shouldering my rifle, I stepped out 


of tho stockade ami slowly walked 
down the valley. On the distant hill- 
sides antelope 'grazed; down tho val- 
ley bpforo mo I vould see u few deor 
running for cover to tho willows by the 
stream. Now and then a grouse rose 
before me and flew rapidly away.

Soon an Indian warrior in full paint, 
with bow and strung arrow in his hands, 
came to me. Speaking Blackfoot, he 
said: 'Why are you in this camp?' To 
him I replied: 'I wish to trade with 
you.' More men came. They look my 
horse, and seizing hold of my arm they 
led me into the great lodgu. Here I 
wus seated and u council was held. I sat 
and listened to them talk of what was 
best to do with so presumptuous a whitu 
man. 
Some were in favor of trading. 


The largo majority of the Indians wore 
iu favor of torturing me. It was soon 
decided that 1 should be tortured; and 
they sat, nntl 
discussed tho many 


methods. After a two days' talk it was 
decided to burn mo. I was in a.strange 
condition mentally. I would listen ton 
plan of torture, as though it were somo 
other man they were talking about; and

iirst spoken to me in front of the tent 
was watching inc.

.in tho buckskin shirt she was em- 
ji'oitlering with Crow hair.

Sho quick- 
vcamo to my side, apparently to re- 
fold somo buffalo robes, anil in a 
ivhispcr said: 'You arts to die to-mor- 
row. 
To-night I will have I ho best 


lorse in tho camp saddled and standing 
in tho outsido of the lodge. I will have 
,hc tent cut from tho outside. You 
lump through, mount and ride for your 
:ifo. You may escape. You will burn 
1 you stay.' Then, with a smile: ' Tho 
marc is mino. Sho is the fastest ani- 
mal in tho Valley of the Yellowstone. 
[ give her to you.' She left mo and 
quickly resumed Jier work. As she 
wove tho hair of munf Crow scalp- 
locks into the shirt, I sat looking 
thankfully at her. Sho never looked 
at me again. As I saw a chance for 
my life, my heart beat so loudly thatfl 
thought it would 1)0 hoard. I calmed 
my face and waited. I ato fairly of 
suppur. I smoked a pipe. All wore 
very kind and attentive to me. Night 
was passing away, and still tho Indi- 
ans lingered, looking at tho man they 
were to burn on tho morrow. I loaned 
back against the tent to rest myself, 
when I foil a hand gently pushing me 
forward. Sitting wliistling, I felt the 
ooint of a knife come through and 
strike my neck. I ditl not tlirich; 1 
could foci the blood trickle down my 
back; I could feel tho knife carefully 
drawn down until it hit tho ground. 
Still whistling, I waited, my heart 
thumping, my blood on firo—waited a 
minute to give whoever out tho tent 
timo to escape. 
Then, quieting my 


heart 
and 
nerves 
for 
an 
in- 


stant, 
I 
gathered 
myself 
and 


turned 
backward 
through 
the 


opening. Instantly jumping to my 
feet, 1 vaulted into tho saddle that was 
on tho back of a white horse that stood 
there, and, in tho midst of yells, of rifle 
shots, of a pack of howling dogs, wo 
rushed out of tho camp. It iiecmcd to 
mo a« though a thousand horsemen 
were in pursuit of me instantly. Wo 
galloped up tho river to a bond I had 
seen. Dashing in, wo forded it under a 
flro that made tho water boil around us, 
and' were out of water and on t.ho level 
land to tho north of the river before 
any of the Sioux were half way across. 
Striking tho trail to tho Bozeraim Pass, 
I took it, and, knowing it, pushed 
boldly on, and, though hotly pursued, 
my horse outlasted theirs, and I es- 
caped. I never drew rein until I dis- 
mounted to tho west of the Pass. The 
girl saved mo. With any other horse I 
should have been recaptured 
and 


burned. I havo not got the girl. The 
love I havo for her tho mare has in- 
stead. 
I returned to my post, and 


made no trade in the Yellowstone that 
year. 


"Again. Lost winter the.snow was 


on the ground in January, and for 
three days I had been hunting or run- 
ning antelope. 
The sun was very 


bright and my eyes hurt me, I saw 
specks floating about. Little chains 
with small links were constantly before 
mo. My eyes burned smartly when I 
returned to'the agency. Daily while 
hunting I had seen the low black 
clouds in the north that indicate the 
formation or marshaling of the winds of 
tho frozen north. Daily the south wind 
swept them beyond the northern hori- 


zon ; but the next morning found them 
looming portentously in the northern 
sky. On my return to the agency I 
found a runner had just got in from 
Belly River, in British America, with 
important news for mo. It was neces- 
sary that I should go up at once, 
started tho next morning. My eyes 
hurt dreadfully. 
"1 always go to the Belly River when 


the snow is on the ground, by the way 
of the Sweet Grass Hills, and there I 
camp one night. One side of the hills 
is always bare of snow, and there is 
spring of good water on the northern 
sido of the contra! hill. A strong south 
wind was blowing when I started, but 
by noon I saw the clouds to the north 
suddenly rise up. I know that tho mar- 
shaling of the north winds was corn- 
pleteuT and they were eager for the as- 
sault on the soft south wind.

I 
had reached my camping ground, an 
stood looking far off to the north, sec- 
ing the landmarks disappear one by one 
as the head of the 'blizzard' reached 
them and shrouded them in its icy 
breath. A calm. Then, with a mighty 
rush and a ioud noise, the head of tho 
'blizzard' swept past mo. Tho air 
was filled with particles of ice that cut 
through almost horizontally, and seemed 
us if thov would never fall. Colder, 
oven colder, grew the wind, and denser 
tho air as the ice particles thickened. 
sought shelter in the rocks. 
Buckling 


tho clothing on the maro I turned her 
loose, knowing that she would not 
leave me. Thou I lay tlown on my 
blankets, and, wrapping my beaver 
cloak around me, I tried to sleep. I 
began thinking, and could not sleep. 
The buffalo had not come south that 
winter; and tho wolves were gaunt and 
hungry. As they follow a horseman 
over the plains in Hie Hummer, so they 
do in tho winter, only more of them— 
and those great, gaunt famino-brecdors, 
the gray and black ones, go in largely 
increased numbers. I had had a pack 
of them ut my hools all day, and now 
they cropped up in my thoughts. 


"Finally I slept. When 1 awoke it 


was dark. Holding up my naked hand, 
1 felt the icy sweat, of the ' blizzard' 
strike sharply against it. Tho roar of 
the wind still continued. I could not 
go to sleep again, and I lay waiting for 
dawn. I waited, it seemed to me, for 
hours., when I suddenly felt my mare 
pa\v my breast. I spoke kindly to her, 
saying sho had made a mistake. Soon 
she pawed me again, and I arose to 
find that all was dark, that I could not 
sec the while marc. Alarmed, I struck 
a match under my cloak and looked 
lown to soo the blaze. 1 saw nothing, 
but tho match burned my fingers. 
With a desolating despondency I re- 
alized the fact that the glare of the 
snow encountered for the past, few 
days hail imido mo snow-blind; that I 
that I was fifty miles from the nearest 
house, anil unable to sec; that a furi- 
ous storm was raging. 


"Stupid, almost wild with horror, I 


thought I could hoar the snulliiiff of 
the wolves, and tho soft patter of their 
feet below tho wild shriek of tho arctic 
winds. I was simply benumbed with 
terror. With my 
eyesight iu 
full 


power I should have thought tho situ- 
ation dangerous. 
As it was, I consid- 


ered it hopeless. The mare recalled 
mo to myself by rubbing her cold muz- 
zle against my face. Sho saw that 
something was wrong with me; but 
what she could not comprehend. I re- 
solved to saddle her, to feed her, and, 
after sho ate, to mount and lot her take 
her own course. So I fed her tho re- 
maining measure of barley and waited 
for her to cat. Then 1 saddled up, 
and, without bridling, mounted, and 
wrapping 
my 
cloak 
around 
me 


sat steadily in tho saddle, await- 
ing tho frisky notion of tho high- 
strung animal. She stood trembling 
until I told her to go. Then I foil her 
turn until tho ico drops struck obliquely 
on my right side and back, and bho rap- 
idly walked off. 
Not a motion or move- 


ment did she make to discompose my 
seat. Wrapped in my cloak, with hood 
drawn over my face, warm and encour- 
aged with hope. I patiently sat tho 
horse. I could now hear tho snarling 
of tho wolves, and my only fear was 
that they, rendered desperate by hun- 
ger, might attack tho mare. I dismissed 
tho thought, would not think of it. If 
they did attack us, wo wore lost; if they 
did not, I thought wo wore safe. All 
day tho ' blizzard* ragod and tore icily 
around and tin us. Tho maro walked 
rapidly or cantered slowly on. It ap- 
peared to me that wo had boon travel- 
ing for days, for wooks, even, when the 
maro stopped 
and neighed loudly. 


Reaching forward I felt the rough 
stockade. 
Dismounting, I felt tho 


hinges of tho gate. Loudly I called. 
Then I took iuy rifle from the saddle 
and rapidly I handled cartridges into 
it. At last a sleepy voice from tho iu- 
side called, 'Who is there?' I answered 
' Bun1—and I am dead snow-blind. 
Come to mo.' They came, and I was 
saved—saved for the second timo by 
tho white maro. Do you wonder that 
I, not having the Sioux maiden, love 
her marc?" 


1 sat by the bright firo with my foot 


high on a stool, and did not answer— 
simply sat and smoked, and thought of 
tho girl, of tho man, of the maro. Leav- 
ing me thinking, Burr wont to sloop in 
his chair with a softened face.—Frank 
Wilkcson, in N. Y. Sun.

the whole night wherever the locusts 
were thickest. The next day tho lo- 
cust.-) would again take wings; but 
where this family had been walking 
about all night yoii saw acres anil at-ros 
of ground covered with swarms of dis- 
(tblt'd locusts that could not fly away, 
and tlu' natives would collwt them and 
bring them homo in baskets; tht-y 
would thun lirciik off the wings, pinch 
on" the tail end of tho body, pull oil tho 
head, and withdraw tin; inside of the 
locust; thus thu body ami legs alone 
remained, the inside of the body being 
covered with fat, This portion of the 
locusts was then spread open upon 
mats in the sun to dry, and when dry 
packed away in huts raised from tho 
ground and built on purpose. 
These 


people received a very good ration of 
tootl, yet this family preferred the 
bread miulu from these locusts to any 
description of food. Their mode of 
manipulation was an follows: A bask- 
etful of their tlried locusts would be 
taken from the store, and one of the 
women would sit down on the ground 
by u flat stone, and with another round 
stone in her two hands would grind or 
reduce the locusts to flour, antl there- 
with 
nrnka thick cakes, and bake 


them on the coals or in the ashes,

cat, * this 
locust-bread 
with 


wild honey. Honoy was most abundant 
in the country at this time, and 1 have 
seen Job, after a day's hunting, carry 
lit'nie leather bags full, weighing more 
lhan I could lift from the ground. 
Hence I believe it was that John the 
Baptist lived upon locusts and wild 
lioncy in the 
wilderness."— JSiblic,d
